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Labour to abstain 
in Knesset vote on 
Lebanon war probe

Labour Party Knesset members 
will abstain in tomorrow’s Knesset 
vote on the establishment of an in- 
quiry commission into the Lebanon 
■ war, the party’s bureau and Knesset 
faction decided yesterday. 

In a hastily drafted letter to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres, coalition ex- 
ecutive chairwoman Sara Doron re- 
sponded that “any vote other than 
an outright ‘against’ vote violates the 
coalition agreement, and could 
weaken even further the inter-party 
discipline without which the govern- 
ment wQl be unable to function." 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
yesterday said that the three-year- 
long Operation Peace for Galilee did 
not succeed in removing the threat of 
terrorist attacks against Israel. 

Speaking at the meeting of the 
Labour Party’s bureau and Knesset 
faction, he said: “I think we must 
face the truth about the situation 
vis-a-vis the terrorist threat from 
Lebanon, and I do not know what 
tests are ahead of us. Whoever 
thinks the problem has been solved 


is making a mistake. That’s why 1 
personally would never vote against 
establishment of a commission to 
investigate Operation Peace for 
Galilee." 

Shortly after Rabin spoke, the 
joint bureau-faction meeting voted 
by an overwhelming majority that 
Alignment MKs should abstain in 
today's scheduled vote on three 
agenda motions calling for establish- 
ment of a co mmissi on of inquiry on 
the events leading up to the June 
1982 Israeli invasion of Lebanon and 
the government’s decision-making 
before and during the hostilities. 
The sponsors of the motions are 
Yosef Sarid (Citizens Rights Move- 
ment). Victor Sbemtov (Mapam) 
and Mordechai Virsbubski (Shmui). 

The- resolution to abstain, pre- 
sented by Labour Party secretary 
Uzi Baram, was backed by Peres, 
who recalled that as leader of the 
opposition he himself had supported 
the idea of an inquiry commission. 

But things have changed, Peres 
explained. It was dear that there was 
no npajority in the Knesset for estab-

Peres insists justice 
must precede mercy

HAIFA. - Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said last night that the govern- 
ment would not tolerate any attempt 
to undermine the authority of the 
country’s legislative or judicial bran- 
ches. Such undermining would result 
in chaos and in the rule of the 
violent. 

“We must insist on the complete 
separation of state functions and if 
the choice is between justice and 
mercy, then we must choose justice 
first,” he said. 

Speaking at Haifa University 
upon receiving an honorary Ph.D., 
. the prime minister vigorously conde- 
mned all terror and counter-terror 
for whatever motives or whoever the 
perpetrators. 

“We have released Arab terrorists 
from prison but not from their crime 
and there was no reason for the 
welcome they were given in the West 
Bank," be said. 

“All who cheered terror and the 
murder of women and children may 
themselves become victims of ter- 
ror," he said. Challenging the Jewish 
counter-terror, Peres said that no 
one had God’s power of attorney, 
either to murder, or to put himself in 
tiie place of the legislators or the 
judges.

Israel to insist at Cairo talks 

Egypt must return envoy 
prior to Taba arbitration

It would be “inconveivable v for 
arbitration on Taba to begin without 
the Egyptian ambassador having 
first been restored to Tel Aviv. This 
point was made forcefully yesterday 
by a highly placed Israeli source as 
an example of the “sharper defini- 
tion" which Israel is now seeking of 
the proposed “package deal” impro- 
ving relations with Egypt. 

Talks between senior officials of 
the two sides are to resume in Cairo 
today. After this round, according to 
the source, it should be possible for 
the two governments to deride on 
the “package deal.” 

In practice, the cabinet will have 
lo decide whether to agree to 
arbitration on Taba, foregoing 
Israel’s longstanding demand for a 
process of conciliation to precede 
the quasi-judicial arbitration proce- 
dure. Egypt has remained consis- 
tently adamant in insisting on 
arbitration, and this position was 
reiterated here this week by the 


visiting Egyptian Petroleum Minis- 
ter, Abdel Hadi Kandil. 

In return, Israel is seeking a “clear 
and precise picture” of when and 
how the various elements of the 
long-frozen “normalization" are to 
come into effect. This is said to be 
the main purpose of the talks in 
Cairo today and tomorrow, though 
presumably there will also be discus- 
sion of the compromise or terms of 
reference of the arbitration. 

The Israeli team, led by David 
Khnche of the Foreign Ministry and 
Avraham Tami r of the Prime 
Minis ter’s Office, is to meet with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismet 
Abdel Meguid. 

Vice Premier and Lfloid Leader 
Yitzhak Shamir is still advocating 
conciliation; he did so this week 
when he met Kandil. But Premier 
Shimon Peres apparently hopes that 
if the terms of the “package deal 
are sufficiently specific and dear-cut 
. Shamir will not force a confrontation 
over -the Egyptian demand- for a 
Taba arbitration.

told reporters in Bdersheba yester-. 
day that he favours an amnesty for 
all Jewish prisoners who show re- 
morse for their past actions - not 
only for members of the Jewish 
underground.

Peres: IDFleaving 
Lebanon next week 

HAIFA. - Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres announced last night that the 
Israel Defence Forces would com- 
plete their withdrawal from Leba- 
non next week. 

Speaking at a dinner of the 
Friends of Haifa University in the 
Dan Carmel Hotel, he said the vast 
majority of Israelis approved the 
withdrawal and he was happy that 
the national unity government was 
putting an end to the war. 

He said that in his meeting yester- 
day with the emissary of Egyptian 
Petroleum Minister Abdel Hadi 
Kandil, he had been impressed by 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak's serious approach to peace. 

“Despite all our difficulties, we 
must not for one moment stop build- 
ing tiie bridge to peace in the Middle 
East," Peres said.

He noted that the settlers' leaders 
had lost control over some of the 
extremists, and as a result, the de- 
parture of the released terrorists 
would be “desirable.” 

Representatives of five other set- 
tlements came to Eilon Moreh to 
join the delegation to Dir al-Hatab.

One 
man wearing a kipa with a Kach 
symbol on.it, openly carried arms 
into the home of the mukhtar, Sulei- 
man Abdel Karim. - 
Speaking through an interpreter. 
Saffer told the mukhtar that the 
freed terrorist, S amir Salab Youssef 
Hussein, had been convicted of 
murdering an Arab suspected of col- 
laborating with Israel. Hussein had 
been sentenced to 25 years imprison- 
ment on December 2, 1980. 

“It will be for the benefit of the 
village and all residents in the area 
that this terrorist leave the country," 
Saffer added. ‘ 

The mukhtar said if all the other 
released prisoners leave the country 
so will Hussein. But he will not be 
the first one, the mukhtar insisted. 
“I am not the military government 
and I can’t force him." 

The settlers had wanted the mukh- 
tar to accompany them to Hussein’s 
home. But he said Hussein was in the 
Jordan Valley, where he owned 
land. 

The settlers derided to check his 
house' anyway. “They have no right 
to come here,” Nidal Zamel, a villa- 
ger said. “It’s his home here, his 
land, family, children and mother. 
Everything he owns is in this village 
and nowhere else." 

The settlers left peacefully, but 
planned to return to talk to Hussein. 

About an hour later officers serv-

8 ex-PoW s deserved 
court martial ~ C GS

TEL AVIV. - Chief of General Staff 
Rav-AJuf Moshe Levy said yester- 
day that he would have court- 
martialled the eight soldiers cap- 
tured by terrorists on the outskirts of 
Beirut in September 1982 if it were 
not for technical reasons. The last 
two of the eight, Nissim Salem and 
Yosef Groff were returned to Israel 
in last week’s prisoner exchange. 

Levy said fee eight had behaved in 
a mann er totally unbecoming Israeli 
'sakSas and had not lived up to the 
basic Israel Defence Forces' stan- 
dards of behaviour. 

Speaking to military correspon- 
dents in Tel Aviv, Levi said the eight 
had laid down their arms and made 
no attempt to defend themselves or 
to escape - despite ample opportun- 
ity for both. 

When six of tiie eight were re- 
leased by the FLO in a prisoner 
exchange last year, Levy said he had 
decided to charge them bat changed 
his mind because this could have 


jeopardized the safety of the two 
soldiers Still being held by Ahmed 
Jibril’s PFLP. 

“On the basis of all the evidence 
• we have, there is absolutely no ques- 
tion in my mind that they should be 
charged and tried for unbecoming 
behaviour," Levy said. 

Now that the last two prisoners 
have been returned, all eight should 
be tried. But military law forbids 
the cqurt-martialling of soldiers for 
offences committed six months or 
more prior to the filing of charges. 

Levy explained his statement as an 
attempt to purge “the negative and 
destructive influence of surrender.” 

Three inquiries into the circumst- 
ances surrounding the capture of the 
soldiers, had clearly found that the 
eight could have defended them- 
selves. Levy said. They were taken by 
surprise by only two terrorists initial- 
ly, who were just as surprised as the 
Israeli soldiers at coming across each 
other. Instead of trying to defend 
themselves, the eight gave them- 
selves up, he said. 


Cabinet to hear Sharon appeal on Sunday 

To die barricades at Ata 
as court orders closure

HAIFA. - Workers at the Ata 
textile firm’s two main plants 
yesterday occupied the factories, 
blocking the entrances with cot- 
ton bales and standing ready to 
use fire hoses to prevent any 
individuals sent by the firm's 
creditors from taking over the 
plants. 

The siege at the Kiryat Ata 
and Kurdaneh plants followed 
the Haifa District Court Judge 
Eliezer Barr’s decision yesterday 
to order the closing of the factor? 
ies, effectively dismissing their 
remaining 860 employees. 

Despite the judge’s ruling. Indus- 
try and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon 
said the issue of the saving of the firm 


would be raised again at Sunday's 
cabinet meeting. 

Barr ordered the plants shut after 
the Ministerial Economic Commit- 
tee on Monday rejected a proposal 
by Sharon to grant a $41.5 million 
package of benefits and cash to in- 
vestors interested in buying Ata. 
Sharon will appeal that dedson be-' 
fore the cabinet. 

Sharon said yesterday that the 
proposal of the investors, who are 
headed by the temporary general 
manager Eliezer Peleg, is preferable 
to that of Yonatan Hurvitz, the son 
of Minister without Portfolio Yigael 
Hurvitz. Sharon said the Hurvitz 
proposal would cost the government 
$7m. less, but that Peleg has fee 
required experience in fee textile 
field. 

Barr appointed receivers for fee 
bankrupt plants eight months ago 
and had agreed a number of times to 


postpone shutting tiie factories on 
fee grounds that the government was 
about to find a buyer. But yesterday 
when Sharon made another last mi- 
nute appeal for a stay on Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres's instruc- 
tions, the judge rejected his request. 

“This is an economic-judicial deci- 
sion. If- the government - many of 
whose members, from the premier 
down, had gone on record feat they 
would save fee plants - wants to 
make another, political decision, 
they are welcome,” Barr said. 

“I? fee government wants to buy 
fee firm next week it wili be able to, 
even though it's closed,” he said. 

Barr informed fee receivers and 
the temporary general manager that 
their jobs were over, and ordered 
them to prepare Ata's books for the 
creditors. r 

He handed down his decision at

Sabre-ratfling over package deal

The industrialists threatened 
yesterday at a tense meeting of the 
Economic Social Council, the 
government-Histad rut-private em- 
ployers body feat sponsored fee 
package deal accords, to leave the 
package deal. 

Manufacturers Association Presi- 
dent Eli Hurvitz said that all the 
indicators show a dangerous down- 
turn in fee economy. “Exports are 
dropping and imports are rising, 
government spending is on the rise 
and infla tion is increasing,” he said. 
He added that it might be to the 
government's advantage to discon- 
tinue fee package deal. “It would 
give you a free hand/’ he told gov- 
ernment representatives. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar was no less militant than 
Hurvitz. He complained bitterly ab- 
out Mor day’s price increases, espe- 
cially that of petrol. “That was a 
measure beyond any logic/’ he said. 

“We contributed our share to the 
package deal in fee past but we are 
tired of being fee jackasses of the 
economy,” said Kessar. He accused 
fee government of misleading the 
public and of not trying to catch tax 


evaders and those wife black capital. 
“Instead of the 3 to 4 per cent price 
hikes agreed on in the package deal, 
we got a 14 per cent hike,” he added. 

Kessar and Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i clashed during the 
meeting when the minister remarked 
that he had proposed last year to the 
cabinet to manage fee economy 
through legislation and by using its 
authority to implement economic 
measures. “Go on, let’s see what 
kind of authority you will be able to 
use and how many measures fee 
Knesset wQl approve,” Kessar told 
Moda'i. 

Moda'i then said that if fee work- 
ers are prepared to waive wage in- 
creases, the Treasury will be pre- 
pared to grant them tax deduction. 

Treasury sources said after tiie ■ 
meeting feat its demand that fee 
Histadrut waive part of fee cost-of- 
living increment will become more 
vigorous in the “very near future.” “ 

The Treasury estimates that retail, 
prices wili rise by less than 10 per 
cent in May and by 20 per cent or 
more in June. If this prediction is 
borne our it will mean, under ex- 
isting wage agreements, feat work- 
ers will receive a C-o-L increment 
for July’s salaries in early August. 


That increment could amount to 27 
per cent or more. This would coin- 
cide with a period when the June- 
July price freeze will end. 

The Treasury is afraid that since 
fee increment will be paid after the 
June-July price freeze is over prices 
will rise steeply in August and ■ 
'September. 

The sources said feat Hurvitz’s 
remarks were designed to secure a 
Treasury promise to maintain the 
present level of export subsidies in 
the coming months. Hie govern- 
ment decides on these subsidies ev- 
ery three months. 

During the meeting Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres tried to convince 
the other members of fee council 
feat there was no alternative to fee 
package deal. 

Peres said that what Hurvitz called 
“freedom of action” will be 4 'free- 
dom for inflation.” No hasty steps 
should be taken; he said. 

Peres criticized Hurvitz’s list of 
indicators and said that there was no 
mention among them of unemploy- 
ment. “'We have been able to pass 
fee last months without unemploy- 
ment mid without a large number of 
bankruptcies. But you did hot men-

Knesset committee rejects education levy

The Treasury proposal to impose 
a fee on all parents wife children in 
school was apparently scrapped 
yesterday after fee Knesset Finance 
Committee decided to return the bill 
to fee government. 

With the dropping of the proposed 
education levy, the Education 
Ministry may press to cancel the 
1978 law providing for free high 
school education and to require pa- 
rents of high school pupils to pay 
part of fee costs of secondary school 
education. 

The Finance Committee later 
approved two other government in- 
itiatives - a 2 per cent increase in 
Value Added Tax, to 17 per cent, 
and fee extension of income tax on

child allowances to benefits for fee 
third child in families of up to three 
children. Both measures will take 
effect June 1. 

•The tax on child allowances will 
now apply to households whose 
main breadwinner is in fee 45 per 
cent marginal income tax bracket or 
higher. Until now the tax had 'ap- 
plied to those in the 50 per cent 
bracket or above. 

The decision to return the educa- 
tion fee to fee government was taken 
after it became apparent fee propos- 
al could not gain a majority in tiie 
committee. Only Dan Tichon 
(Likud-Liberals) protested against 
fee move saying it was equivalent to 
a vote of no confidence in the go v- 
emment. 

Finance Ministry sources said 


yesterday that while the lYeasury 
will not initiate any motion to change 
fee free high school law, it would 
support such an initiative by some- 
one else. 

Last night a senior source in fee 
Education Ministry said feat the 
combination of budget cuts and in- 
flation make it impossible to con- 
tinue to run fee education system on 
a totally state-supported basis. 

However, pedagogical experts in 
fee Ministry are said to be objecting 
to amendment or cancellation of the 
free high school law. Since primary 
school js compulsory, few, if any, 
children will be taken out of school 
over a general education levy. But 
many less affluent high schoolers will 
be denied secondary education if 
tuition is reimposed, they say.

within 48 hours, with any photo- 
graphs, recordings or reports which 
fee police might have concerning 
Ben-Zvi’s activity in Flatto-S baron's 
house. Laviv is on trial for blackmail 
and extortion from 12 businessmen, 
including Flatto-Sharon, Shapira 
and Mizrahi. ■ 

LaviVs attorney Yitzhak Segal 
told the court yesterday that the 
police have material which may shed 
new light on the case. Segal was 
referring to fee material mentioned 
in Ben-Zvi’s statement, which he 
presented to fee court. 

Ben-Zvi, now serving a nine-year 
sentence for fraud, says that from 
October! , 1979 to April 30, 1980 he 
acted as a police agent in flatto- 
Sharon’s house. 


Palestinians lose key Sabra post in four-hour blitz if s the top two for soccer cup 


f BEIRUT (AP). - Encircled Palesti- 
fighters recaptured key posi- 
•tions from Shi’ite Amal forces 
around West Beirut’s Sabra refugee 
camp yesterday, but they were later 
pushed out after a fierce four-hour 
bombardment. 

Meanwhile, PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat yesterday offered to place fee 
Beirut camps under the guarantee of 
Lebanon’s top Moslem spiritual 
leaders as a condition for a cease- 
, <ffire. Another PLO leader in Tunis 
Vsaid fee FLO will accept any formula 
; to end fighting fee does not involve 
unarming the Palestinians. 

Palestinian gunners in hills east of 


Beirut unleashed a rocket barrage 
on Shi’ite strongholds around the 
camps to support the Palestinian 
fighters encircled in Sabra and f 
neighbouring Shatilla. 

“It was a bloody battle," a Palesti- 
nian spokesman said. 

Akef Haidar, head of fee Shi'ite 
Amal militia’s politbuxo, claimed 
fee Palestinians took an old folks* 
home on the edge of the camp in an 
early, morning sneak attack after 

Palestinian sympathizers drugged 
tea-served to some of the garrison, 
then “slaughtered them like sheep.” 

Amal officials said Palestinian 
fighters, infiltrating through a net- 


work of underground tunnels, struck 
at fee home's main gate and stormed 
it in! a hail of gunfire and rocket- 
propelled grenades. 

The surprise Palestinian push was 
seen as a hid to take pressure off 
their comrades in the nearby Bouij 
Barajneh camp when it came under 
heavy Shi'ite attack Tuesday. 

By seizing part of the building, fee 
Palestinians threatened Amai’s main 
supply lines into fee camps. 

There are an estimated 3,000 
fighters in the sprawling Bourj Bara- 
jneh camp, fee largest in Beirut, 
which has been under attack for nine 
days. 


Amal unleashed the offensive 
against the camps to smash PLO 
attempts to rebuild the Lebanese 
power base he lost in Israel’s 1982 
invasion. 

Police reported that 20 people 
were killed and 62 wounded in 
yesterday's fighting, not including 
casualties cleaimed by both Amal 
and fee Palestinians in the clashes 
around the Sabra old folks’ home. 

The Palestinian's mobility inside 
the camps, particularly using the 
tunnels they built years ago, has 
countered the Shi’ites 1 vastly super- 
ior firepower, including tanks.

U.S. sets ‘modest goals’ 
for talks with Hussein

WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan and Jordan's Ring Hussein 
are unlikely to achieve any dramatic 
breakthroughs in the Arab-Israeli 
peace process when they meet at the 
White House today, a senior U.S. 
official said yesterday. 
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The official, who briefed reporters 
at the White House, clearly sought 
to reduce public expectations sur- 
rounding the summit. “Our goals are 
modest," the official said. "Don’t 
expect any dramatic developments." 

Hussein, who came to the U.S. 
late last week to attend the gradua* 
tion ceremony of his son from Brown 
University in Providence, Rhode Is- 
land, arrived in Washington last 
night. 

The king is also scheduled to meet 
Vice-President George Bush, 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 
Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger and National Security 
Adviser Robert McFarlane.

At yesterday's While House brief- 
ing. the official insisted that some 
progress had already been achieved 
in reviving Arab-Israeli peace talks. 
He welcomed Hussein's efforts to 
date, particularly the February 11 
joint declaration with PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

The official said 1985 offered 
some excellent opportunities for 
starting direct, face-to-face Arab- 
Israeli talks. This was the ultimate 
U.S. objective now, he said. 

But the official insisted that Jor- 
dan had not been able to come up 
with a formal list of acceptable non- 
PLO Palestinians who might partici- 
pate in a joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation jo preliminary discus- 
sions with the U.S. Any such talks, 
he said, would have to be followed 
by direct Arab-Israeli negotiations. 


The official differentiated be- 
tween any preliminary U.S. "discus- 
sions" and subsequent direct “nego- 
tiations" involving Israel. 

The official said that several 
Palestinian names had been “flo- 
ated” as possible, but no final list 
had yet been accepted. He refused to 
mention any names. 

Another senior administration 
official, briefing reporters later in 
the day at the government’s Foreign 
Press Centre, said it was still unclear 
how the latest round of fighting in 
Beirut might affect the broader 
Arab-Israeli peace process. But he 
said he hoped it would spur the 
Palestinian leadership into coming 
to terms with the need for negotia- 
tions with Israel. 

The official did not think that 
Israel’s exchange of prisoners with 
the Palestinians would have any 
effect on the peace process. 

U.S. officials, meanwhile, said the 
administration was still studying Jor- 
dan’s pending arms requests from 
the U.S. The overall Middle East 
arms review, they said, was still 
underway. 

It was therefore still unclear 
whether Hussein would be informed 
of any specific decisions on new 
weapons sales here. The king has 
been seeking new mobile improved 
Hawk anti-aircraft missiles, F-16 
fighters and other weapons from the 
U.S. 

The Americans said the Reagan- 
Hussein talks are expected to be “in 
depth” on both the peace process as 
well as bilateral U.S.-Jordanian 
military and economic issues. 

They described Hussein as a tradi- 
tional friend of the U.S. Jordan, 
they added, has legitimate “security 
concerns and requirements." 

The 1986 fiscal year foreign aid bill 
includes $20 million in economic 
assistance and $95m. in military 
assistance for Jordan . 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
is due to arrive in Washington on 
■Sunday for talks on Monday with 
Shultz and Weinberger, among 
others.

Knesset panel asks 
oil exploration plan 

The Knesset Energy Committee 
yesterday called for a five-year plan 
for oil exploration in Israel, and 
asked the ministers of energy and 
finance to prepare a “budgetary 
framework." 

Summing up the views of commit- 
tee members, chairman Uriel Linn 
said the Ministry of Energy trust lay 
down specific goals - for a period of 
five years - concerning the costs, 
manpower requirements, involve- 
ment of state corporations and other 
elements involved in the search for 
oil. 

The committee requested Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal to acknow- 
ledge within 90 days the recom- 
mendations it was making, “espe- 
cially in view of past experience, 
which was marked by uncertainty, 
lack of planning and the absence of 
proper management" in the area of 
oil exploration.

Neither the police not the auction 
house is ready to divulge the name of 
ihe owner of the collection. The 
auction house says the books, pam- 
phlets and periodicals consist largely 
of maritime and aviation material, 
and only a small part concerns Ger- 
man and Dutch nazis.

■Bom the shops unless the govern- 
ment agrees to raise their prices “by 
at least 10-12 per cent” above the 
price rises announced on Monday 
night, leading industrialists warned 
yesterday. They were: David Mose- 
vics, head of the Manufacturers' 
Association food division: Yitzhak 
Mftelman, of the association’s pres- 
idium and chairman of Izhar; and 
■Gad Propper, Osem’s joint direct crr- 


We are “losing money on these 
products, which will soon begin to 
disappear from the shelves. The gov* 
eminent cannot legally force ns to 
produce them at a loss, and we don’t 
believe it can even force us to sell, 
.goods in stock at a loss,” Propper 
said. 

He also daixaed that since Decem- 
ber 1. production costs have risen by 
.60 per cent, but approved prices by 
only 11 per cent. Manufacturers' 
losses are due partly to prices fixed at 
below cost. Furthermore, although 
the government promised to reduce 
the cost of financing from 22 per cent 
to 11 per cent (in real terms), and 
that the costs had dropped for a short 
time to 11 per cent, they have since 
rfim bed to 16 per cent, he said. 


<r lf the government can fix the 
prices of everything else in the coun- 
try, it should be able to fix the price 
of interest by legal measures ,** 
Mitelman said. ‘Tm against a con- 
trolled economy, but if it must be 
controlled, it should be controlled in 
ail its phases,” he added. 

Izhar, of which he is chairman, is 
now celebrating its 50th anniversary. 
It is privately owned and is the 
country’s third largest edible oil 
manufacturer. 

Mosevics said that Ministry of In- 
dustry and Trade . officials agreed 
that the prices of 200 processed 
foods should be raised more than 14 
per cent because production costs 
warranted this. 

But the government raised the 
prices of only 40 items more than 14 
per cent. In most cases, these price 
rises are insufficient, it was said. 

‘ Propper said it was “ridiculous* 
that the government raised the price 
of flour by 25 per cent, bat of self- 
raising flour, which is processed 
from flour, by only 14 per cent. 

If the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade agreed that the prices of 200 
items should be raised more than 14 
per cent, why hasn’t the government 
done so, the speakers asked. “Politi- 
cians” were blamed, but not named.

Family; Police killed man intentionally 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Relatives of a 
'man who was shot dead by a police- 
man after he escaped from custody 
say that policemen had twice 
threatened to kill him. 

A Tel Aviv Magistrates Court, last 
week, authorized an autopsy on 
Emmanuel Moat’ie, 34, on receiving 
a police request. Such a request is 
routine when deaths result from 
police shootings. 

The family, which s u p p orted this 
request, yesterday requested an in- 
vestigation into the circumstances 
silrrounding the death. 


Moufie, who had been arrested 
on suspicion of dealing in drugs, had 
escaped from custody and was spot- 
ted by police in a patrol car on 
February 18. While policemen 
claimed he was accidentally shot in a 
scuffle, the family argued that offic- 
ers who had searched Mout’ie's 
home had on two separate occasions 
said, “If we see him again, we'll 
riddle him with bullets.” 

The family maintains that Moufie 
was killed intentionally. The court 
agreed to an investigation in the 
case.

very short time in, line with the 
recommendations of the Industry 
Ministry.’ Propper said he is con- 
sidering requesting a court order, 
asking the government why the 
minis try’s criteria for fixing prices 
should not be followed. 

Processed food manufacturers 
could pull out of the package deal on 
July 5, when the present package 
deal comes up for revision. “Then 
we can fix reasonable prices,” the 
speakersireiterated. 

If the; manufacturers refuses to 
produce at a loss, “the government 
will be forced to import processed 
foods,” Propper predicted. “But 
these imports will cost more than 
those items produced locally even if 
the government sells them more 
cheaply by providing subsidies. The 
government will be wasting foreign 
currency, and also pay .unemploy- 
ment compensation to the workers 
fired because production has been 
cut,” he said. 

The three manufacturers spoke to 
the press during a tour of two plants: 
Izhar (oils, soaps and cosmetics) in 
Be’er Tuviya, and Jaffy’s Citrus Pro- 
ducts (jams and jellies and other 
food products packaged in single 
- portion units, sold to airlines and 
hotels) in Ashdod.

Terence Prittie, 
voice for Israel, 
dies at age 71 

Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. - Terence Prittie, one of 
Israel’s leading non- Jewish friends, 
died here yesterday aged 71 . He had 
been hospitalized for several 
months. 

Prittie, bom into an aristocratic 
Irish family, devoted the last 15 
years to writing about and promot- 
ing the cause of Israel, after retiring 
as a journalist with the Guardian on 
which be had had a distinguished 
career. 

He was its correspondent in Ger- 
many after the war - a period which 
first made him aware of rhe fate of 
the Jewish people and the import- 
ance to them uf Israel - later return- 
ing to its London office as diplomatic 
correspondent and for a time its 
cricket correspondent. 

Fifteen years ago he founded Bri- 
tain and Israel, an organization 
which worked quietly in the back- 
ground presenting Israel’s case to 
important political leaders and 
opinion-formers. He collaborated 
wth Walter Nelson on what has now 
become a standard work on the Arab 
boycott, a book entitled The Econo- 
mic War Against the Jews.

The bill 
was opposed by the Democratic 
Front, the Citizens Rights Move- 
ment and the Progressive List 
Minority proposals submitted by 
coalition members Dan Tichon and 
Ariel Weinstein (Likud-Liberals) 
and Haim Ramon (Alignment) were 
defeated after vociferous exchange 
between Tichon and Weinstein, on 
one band, and their Likud col- 
leagues Sara Doron, Pessah G nip- 
per and Haim Kaufman on the 
other.

Brokerage firm owners deny fraud 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Yitzhak 
Moritz, 51. and his wife, Yael, 50, 
owners of the Tel Aviv brokerage 
firm, Moritz and Tuchler. and a 
senior employee, Rahel Munk, 50, 
yesterday denied charges of extor- 
tion, fraud and conspiracy to de- 
fraud as their trial opened in Tel 
Aviv District Court. 

They are charged with having 
transferred to their own personal 
accounts the profits made from 
transactions on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange while the losses were suf- 
fered by clients. 

The transactions concern the 
purchase and sale of securities by 
one of the firm’s portfolio managers, 
Arthur Slavert. As the firm had 
received the clients' power of attor- 
ney, Slavert used to purchase a pack- 


age of securities and then distributed 
profits and losses among the clients’ 
accounts. 

Like the firm’s other portfolio 
managers, Slavert also had his own 
personal account. 

Slavert, the court was told, was 
pressured by Yitzhak and Yael 
Moritz to transfer profits from such 
transactions which had accumulated 
in his persona] account to the com- 
pany's account, under threat of dis- 
missal if he refused. A sum of 
$100,000 was turned over to the firm 
in this manner, according to the 
charge sheet. Munk, it is also 
charged, made false entries in the 
firm's books to cover up. 

Slavert, who is being tried separ- 
ately, has denied the charges against 
him. 


special conditions make it necessary, 
then everyone must suffer. Certain- 
ly, the government should not evade 
tax.

Ramon asked why the levy was 
not applied to luxury flats. Why were

The authority would now 
have to apply to the Interior Ministry, 
to reimburse it for the levy, he said. 

The following day Ben-Zvi says 
he brought the recording to the 
police.

“Laviv called me today and said he 
knew of my activities in Israel and 
abroad and I think he knows about 
the deals we transact here and 
abroad.”

Bangladesh president: 
10,000 storm victims 


— ■ V-r. •••*.4*: 
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DACCA (Reuter). - Bangladesh 
President Mohammed Hossain 
Ershad said yesterday up to 10,000 
people died in Friday's tidal wave, as 
new floods seat 200,000 people 
fleeing and parched survivors waited 
for unpolluted drinking water. 

At the end of a helicopter tour of 
stricken islands in the Bay of Bengal, 
Ershad said the tragedy was a “col- 
ossal disaster" for Bangladesh. 

“My information is that this 
tragedy has killed between 5.000 and 
10.000 people." Ershad told repor- 
ters. 

“We will need nearly S50 million 
to get all the people back on their 
feet again," he added. 

“I call upon ail the rich nations of 
the world to stand by us in this hour 
of crisis." 

Ershad was surprised by estimates 
of up to 40,000 dead made by the 
League of Red Cross and Red Cres- 
cent Societies in Geneva.

Both Teheran, Baghdad hit 
as Gulf War heats up 


NICOSIA (AP). - Iraqi planes re- 
I sutned air raids on Iranian dries for 
the third successive day yesterday 
after Iran lobbed a long-range mis- 
sile into Baghdad shortly before 
dawn, the official Iranian news agen- 
cy, Erna, said. 

' The agency, monitored here, said 
the missile strike was in retaliation 
for night- rime Iraqi air raids against 
Teheran that left nine dead and 15 
wounded, as well as for attacks on 
other dries in the previous two days 
that left “scores" of dead and 
wounded. 

Iran had been threatening to hit 
Baghdad since the Iraqi air raids 
resumed after a seven-week lull on 
Sunday, and warned Iraqis to evacu- 
ate their dries and seek shelter in 
Iraq's four holy dries. 

After the Baghdad blast residents 
reached by phone said they were 
shaken out of bed by a deafening 
blast in the dty centre. 

No casualty or damage estimates 


were immediately available, as the 
Iraqis sealed the dty centre where 
the blast occurred. 

Ima said a rocket fired by an Iraqi 
plane over Teheran early yesterday 
hit a camp bolding Iraqi prisoners of 
war. 

Iran announced it invited the UN 
representative in Teheran as well as 
foreign correspondents to visit the 
bombed areas in the capital and the 
PoWcamp. 

Ima said an eight-month-old in- 
fant was among the Teheran dead. 

A total of 105 Iraqi warplanes 
were involved in the raids which 
took place intermittently at day- 
break and in the early afternoon, 
according to an Iraqi military 
spokesman. 

He said all the raiding warplanes 
returned unharmed to their- bases 
after carrying out their missi ons. 

A committee of Islamic scholars in 
Jedda had appealed for a'cessation in 
fighting during Ramadan, when war 
is prohibited between Moslems.

The statement appeared to have 
been issued in response to remarks 
Monday by Gorbachev, who told 
former West German chancellor 
Willy Brandt at a Moscow meeting 
that the Geneva talks were com- 
pletely fruitless. 

According to an aide of Brandt, 
Gorbachev said he saw little hope for 
progress at the resumed Geneva 
talks -unless the U.S. changed its 
policies. 


Six hurt in eFburg bombing 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - At 
least six people were injured yester- 
day when an explosion ripped 
through South African Defence 
Force medical offices in central 
Johannesburg and police said the 
bomb squad was investigating. 

Witnesses said the blast, which 
shook the dty centre , was on the first 
floor of a tall office-buildmg owned 
by Ned bank, a large South African 
bank. 

Troops, some wearing helmets 
and carrying automatic rifles, cor- 
doned off streets around the medical 
centre and police using dogs kept 
bystanders at bay. 

Meanwhile, South African state 
radio yesterday acknowledged that 


the capture of one of the country's 
soldiers and tbe killing of two others 
in northern Angola last Tuesday was 
a serious diplomatic setback. 

Two soldiers were killed and a 
third captured in a dash with Ango- 
lan troops in the oil-rich Cabinda 
enclave. Luanda said they were 
seeking to sabotage U.S.-owned ofl 
installations, while Pretoria said 
they were on a vital intelligence- 
gathering mission. 

Western diplomats have said the 
episode, a month after South Africa 
apparently honoured a year-old 
agreement to pull its troops out of 
Angola, could have serious implica- 
tions for Pretoria's relations with the 
U.S. and black Africa. 


Atrocities reported in Afghanistan war 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - Thousands 
of Soviet troops backed by tanks and 
aircraft have launched one of the 
biggest offensives of the Afghan war 
to try to seal the P akis tani border, 
and there are reports of major new 
atrocities, western diplomatic 
sources said yesterday. 

Tbe sources said a major Soviet 
military force supported by scores of 
jet fighters and helicopter gunships 
had launched an offensive in the 
Kunar valley near the P akistani bor- 
der. The offensive apparently was 
intended to cut the flow of arms and 


supplies across the border and pre- 
vent major attacks by Islamic guer- 
rillas this summer, the sources said. 

The semi-official Bengali; 
language newspaper Dainik Bangla 
quoted local officials as saying on 
Monday that 3,000 bodies were reco- 
vered and buried in mass graves in 
the coastal cities of Sudhram and 
Company ganj on Sunday.

the centre popularly priced to attract 
foe public. Frequent changes of de- 
cor and exhibitions are also planned. 

The project will, in fact, shift the 
centre of gravity of the Central Car- 
mel, at last giv ing the area, - which 
has been stagnating for years - foe 
modern, high class shopping centre 
it deserves.

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New Ashdod grain silo 
an expensive precaution 


‘A month of Romania’

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - The new $20 million 
Dagon silo in Ashdod harbour, 
ordered by the Industry and Trade 
Ministry as an "insurance policy" 
against a breakdown in the Haifa 
silo, has turned out to be one of the 
most expensive precautionary mea- 
sures on record, a Jerusalem Post 
survey showed. 

Since the silo was built 2.2 kms. 
from the waterfront on orders from 
the Ports Authority, the ministry 
must now spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually in ex- 
tra Handling costs. Completion of 
the conveyor belt that is to link the 
silo with the grain ships is still far in 
the future. In the meantime the ships 
must be unloaded onto lorries by the 
old and inefficient grabs and era be 
method in order to transport the 
grain to the silo. 

The cost of truck transportation 
amounts to $1 per ton. With the silo 
scheduled to handle some 600,000 
tons annually, this expenditure 
alone raises costs by $600,000. 


During ib first year of operations, 
which ended last February, the 
Ashdod silo handled only 350,000 
tons, with the volume ;o be gradually 
increased. 


The crane and grab unloading pro- 
cess also causes some grain to be 
lost, which Dagon estimates to be up 
to one per cent of all grain handled. 

At $2 lost per ton handled, this 
waste will amount to more than a 
million dollars a year when the silo 
reaches full operation. 


Total extra expenditures due to 
trucking costs and grain loss will 
thereby amount to nearly $2 million 


a year. 

However, in his annual report to 
the Dagon board recently, Dagon 
chairman Dr. Reuven Hecht warned 
that a conveyor belt of that length, 
compared to only 180 metres in 
Haifa port, “significantly increases 
the risk of dust exploding within it. 
thereby affecting the safety of the 
installation, which was the only justi- 
fication for erecting a second silo to 
begin with.*’

U.S. tightens rules on export licences 


Turkey’s trade deficit 
doubles in first quarter 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. Commerce Department has 
announced new regulations requir- 
ing exporters to take special precau- 
tions to prevent their products from 
reaching unfriendly destinations or 
face the Joss of their licence. 

The new measures from July 24 
apply to the distribution licensing 
programme and require licence hol- 
ders to impose international controls 
to “safeguard national security." in- 
cluding checking on the reliability of 
the foreign buyers. 


The regulations are part of a gov- 
ernment crackdown to stop the illeg- 
al flow of militarily useful technolo- 
gy - particularly computers, mic- 
rochips and sophisticated electronics 
- to the Soviet bloc from countries 
outside the Western alliance. 


Holders of distribution licences 
are given blanket permission for a 
period of years to ship many goods to 
several locations without identifying 
foreign customers. All major U.S. 
exporters use such permits. 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). - Turkey's 
trade deficit more than doubled to 
$656 million in the first quarter of 
this year from $325m. in the same 
1984 period, official figures released 
yeste rday showed . 

The State Statistics Institute said 
exports fell 4.2% to $1.78 billion, 
while imports jumped 11% to 
$2. 44b. 

Exporters have blamed govern- 
ment measures last year reducing tax 
rebates and abolishing export credits 
for the decline. 

Turkey's 1985 export target is $8.3 
billion. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HADERA. - Egypt’s visiting Oil 
Minister Abdel Hadi Kandil 
was cautious yesterday about his 
country’s future commercial rela- 
tions with Israel, while Energy 
Minister Moshe ShahaJ said he was 
confident of at least $70 million 
worth of new deals between Egyp- 
tian and Israeli companies. 

Shahai told reporters that 
although no written agreements had 
been drawn up. “we have reached 
several verbal agreements, which 
are as good as those in writing.” 


But Kandil said: “We never con- 
clude business in this fashion,' 1 and 
stressed that his delegation had stu- 
died options for cooperation, but 
that deals could only be reached by 
the businessmen concerned. . 


The two toured the Maor David 
power plant here. 

Kandil said he was impressed with 
the efficiency and cleanliness of the 
power station, and told Shahai he 
would persuade Egypt’s electricity 
minister to visit the plant and study 
constructing a similar one in Egypt. 


Yugoslav creditors reschedule $700 million

BELGRADE (Reuter). - Yugosla- 
via and its foreign government credi- 
tors signed an agreement in Paris 
recently to reschedule about $700 
million of debt falling due between 
the start of this year and May 1986, 
the national news agency Tanjug 
reported. 

The agreement* covers 90% of 
Yugoslavia's debt principal owed to 
14 western countries, Japan and 
Kuwait in the period. It will be 


rescheduled over nine years, with a 
four-year grace period, Tanjug said. 

Yugoslavia will work out details of 
rescheduling with each creditor gov- 
ernment in bilateral contacts later 
this year. 


Burdened with foreign debt of 
$18.8 billion. Yugoslavia has been 
seeking rescheduling for a total of 
$5.7b. owed to governments and 
banks over the 1985-1988 period.

Liquidity deficits weigh on banks

The banking system currently suf- 
fers liquidity deficits of IS300 billion, 
the largest recorded so far this year, 
and bankers have only a vague hope 
that the situation will improve in 
early June. 

As a result of the shortage of 
shekels in the system, all the banks 
have been forced to utilize the fourth 
and most expensive stage of the 
credit window that the Bank of Israel 
makes available to them in these 
circumstances. They are also paying 
interest of up to 20% a month on 
shekel deposits from the public. 

The liquidity crunch in the shekel 
sector of the economy Hag grown up 
with tremendous rapidity since the 
publication of the April consumer 
price index on the 15th of this 
month. Before that date, the bank- 
ing system had been in surplus li- 
quidity, as is usual in the first half of 
each month. It is the payment of 
VAT and other transfers to the gov- 
ernment ou the 15th-20th, that 
generally wipes out the surpluses 
and has, in recent months, caused 
small but manageable deficits. 

This regular monthly cycle of 
suiplus-to-deficir has swung out of 


kilter over the past two weeks, as the 
supply of shekels in the system dried 
up and file demand for shekel credit 
took off. The former phenomenon 
was caused by the renewed urge to 
protect shekel assets by buying 
dollar-linked assets or dollars them- 
selves in the black market. 

Patam current accounts are re- 
ported to have swelled in this period 
as well, and the new issues of govern- 
ment two-year bonds, dollar-linked 
and paying 7.5% interest, have been 
big hits with individuals and institu- 
tional investors alike. Rumours of 
devaluation and general lack of con- 
fidence in the economic outlook are 
assumed to be behind the run from 
the shekel. 

On the other hand, demand for 
shekel credit has been boosted by 
the relative cheapness of the shekel - 
although the 2% rise in interest rates 
has partially corrected this situation 
- and by the need to finance large 
purchases made in the expectatiop of 
imminent price rises. 

This demand from credit has come 
from both businesses and house- 
holds, although it is the business 
sector whose role is dominant in this 
respect. 

Faced with their deposit base

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-shrinking while overdraft utilization 
soared, the banks have been forced 
to take up the various stages of the 
credit window - or monetary loan 
that the central bank proffers to 
them to ease the shortage of shekels 
Each successive stage is more ex pea 
sive for the banks, the fourth and 
final one costing 20% monthly. 

Nevertheless, all the banks have 
been forced to take advantage of the 
availability of even this expensive 
money - the first time in almost a 
year that the liquidity situation has 
been so acute. 

Simultaneously, in the effort to 
drum up deposits, the banks have 
jacked up interest rates on tap as and 
pakam short-term deposits. “Jum- 
bo," or very large deposits, now 
command interest approaching 20% 
monthly - the alternative cost to the 
banks of the monetary loan from the 
Bank of Israel. These high rates in 
turn act to squeeze the "grey mar- 
ket" for loans and deposits outside 
the banks, by offering higher returns 
than borrowers in the grey market 
are willing to pay. 

The banks also try to make sure 
that customers do not overrun their 
authorized credit facilities. Despite 
all these moves, the size of the 
overall liquidity deficit has grown to 
IS300 billion, which, even in real 
terms, is larger than anything seen 
for many months. 

Normally, the monthly pattern 
would dictate that the pressure ease 
from the last days of May, and that 
early June bring relief. However, the 
bankers are by no means certain that 
this will be the case. The demand for 
credit and the continuation of the 
run from the shekel to foreign cur- 
rency are the two factors which will 
determine the next moves in the 
money markets and the direction of 
interest rates.

Bank Hapoalim joins drive 
to promote rise in exports

Bank. Hapoalim yesterday 
announced a broad new initiative 
aimed at providing export services 
and advice for both current and 
potential exporters. Hapoalim thus, 
joins the now-established trend 
among the banks of diverting more 
resources to international trade and 
particularly exports. This is good 
business for the banks and has an 
aura of helping the country at one 
and the same time. 

Hapoalim notes that it will hence- 
forth have 50 branches throughout 
the country offering specialist ser- 
vice in exports, including finance, 
documentary collection and Jinks 
with correspondents through, head 
office. Thus the customer is able to 
conduct all his business from his 
local branch, even if it is not in the 
commercial centre of the country. 
The emphasis has been to build up 
services precisely in more distant 


locations, such as Ashdod. Migdai 
Ha’emek. Sderot and Acre. 

The bank has also set up a new 
exporters centre, at 76 Rehov Ibn 
Gvirol, Tel Aviv. This facility is 
designed to attract companies that 
are novices in the export market and 
to provide them with advice, connec- 
tions and information that will help 
them through the bureaucracy both 
in Israel and abroad. 

As an extension of the same 
‘’band-holding" idea. Hapoalim has 
agreed with lObi-national Chambers 
of Commerce to offer them office 
space in the same building. Among 
the chambers that have taken up this 
idea are those of Latin America. 
Germany. Japan, and Britain. 

It may be recalled that the Rehov 
Ibn Gvirol office used to serve as the 
foreign securities centre for Bank 
Hapoalim customers. Now, instead 
of exporting Israeli's money, the 
office is trying to export goods and 
earn foreign currency. 


Fish breeders struggle to break even

HAIFA. - Fish breeders resumed 
marketing of live carp yesterday, 
following a suspension of sales on 
Monday. Breeders Union secretary 
Amnon Levin told The Jerusalem 
Post that all sales had been sus- 
pended for one day. since prices 
lagged 26% behind production 
costs. The government yesterday au- 
thorized retail prices to go up from 
IS2,150to IS3.000. 

However, even the new price was 
still 2% below costs, he said. Since 
the general price rise announced by 
the government yesterday will 
sharply increase the cost of feed and 
electricity, two vital cost compo- 
nents for pond fish, “we estimate 
that we will again be 10% behind. 

Meanwhile the union has been 
able to step up to 1 ton per week its 
air-freighted exports of fresh St. Pe- 


Breeders get $5.50 per kilogram, 
which includes nearly $2 for the 
expense of packaging, dry-icing and 
air-freighting, allowing the breeders 
to break even. 

The breeders hope, however that 
exports will increase and eventually 
become profitable. Levin noted that 
the breeders can easily raise produc- 
tion without further investments. 


Shares down, bonds mixed

TEL AVIV. - The underlying trends 
in the stock market intensified 
yesterday. While the dollar was de- 
valued by 1.7%, thereby breaking 
the temporary stability of last week, 
the share market slipped further and 
index-linked bonds weakened as 
well. Only in the dollar-linked bond 
sector were there unambiguous 
rises. 

Volumes rose compared to Sun- 
day, particularly in the bond market, 
but the Treasury bill sector, while 
impr oving on the XS10 million turn- 
over of the day before, still only 
managed a volume of IS400m. 

For the bond marker, this volume 
brought mixed results, as noted. 
Short-term index-linked bonds man- 
aged to rise, although this was hardly 
surprising after the' sharp price rises 
of tite previous night. Longer-dated 
issues were mixed to downward in 
their trend, and even double-linked 
bonds were mixed. Only the dollar- 
linked series, whether of the old 
Rimon and Giiboa sort or of the 
newer Admon. showed upward 
progress. 

This trend did not spill over into 
the dollar-linked bank' shares. 
Perhaps the reason for their relative 
quiescence was the sharp jump they 
achieved on Sunday; whatever the 


case they were only up by 
yesterday. Interestingly, the oil ex- 
ploration group, the other star of 
recent days, rose by the very same 
margin. 

Elsewhere among the “free" 
share sectors the most common 
move was down. Hie real estate 
group managed a small upward 
move, and specialized financial in- 
stitutions put on fully 2.32%, but 
these were exceptions. 

The non-bank index lost over one 
per cent, and industrials were worse 
off, falling 1.32% with even the 
popular electronics sector joining in 
the general fall. Worst hit of all was 
the investment company sector, 
which this time gave up 3.23%.

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The wage earners’ burden 


THE LATEST twist the government has given inflation - not 
least in Monday's massive price rise - has made it certain that 
the record price rise of April will be outdone in June, and 
probably beyond. The economy is once again teetering on the 
brink of a hyperinflation, and no government could promise 
that it will be able to control it anymore. We are back to the fall 
of 1984, with a vengeance. 

The difference between then and now is that nine months ago 
the country was shocked - in no small measure by the economic 
crisis - into forming a national unity government. This govern* 
ment promised, and kept on promising, an economic program- 
me which would switch on a light at the end of the tunnel. To 
that end the public was prepared to accept sacrifice. Now the 
public is numbed, and the government has not even been able 
to stick to the patchwork economic programme that seemed to 
take shape in the first package deal - in fact, it seems to have 
discarded that instrument altogether. 

In despair, then, the government stumbles from one panicky 
set of so-called “economic measures" to another. Having 
become addicted to the wonder-drug of inflation as a cure for 
the disease of inflation, it only keeps increasing the dose. 

The political leadership has enough expert advice at its beck 
and call to tell that none of the price boosts and tax increases 
that have been following one another with increasing frequency 
will perceptibly reduce the government deficit. They are more 
likely to increase it. Nor will they mop up the public's 
purchasing power. They will, however, redistribute it at an 
accelerated pace, in favour of the “haves", medium and big, at 
the expense of the "have-nots.” 

Data released last week by the Central Bureau of Statistics 
. show that the inequality of the income distribution widened 
seriously in 1983/84. The lower six deciles of the population saw 
their income eroded by 8 per cent, while the top two deciles 
gained 5 and 10 per cent from inflation. There can be little 
doubt that this trend has accelerated since the 1983/84 survey of 
family incomes. The latest round of “measures'* taken by the 
government, like those before it and like those that will 
inevitably follow soon, will speed up this trend. 

It would be naive, however, to believe that all these 
"measures" are such as they are merely because the govern- 
ment is acting out of desperation and sees no alternative in the 
immediate future. There is method in this madness, which 
amounts to a conscious effort to place virtually the whole 
burden of economic recovery on the wage-earners. The ultima 
ratio of this policy is to erode wages as much as the labour 
market will bear. 

It is more than surprising to see the Labour party believing 
that this approach to the problem is tenable, let alone 
justifiable. 

A policy of which the whole thrust is to erode wages cannot 
last and, as experience elsewhere has demonstrated, even a 
high rate of unemployment is easier to support politically. 

Pleas for social justice and for an economic policy that looks 
beyond the next few weeks may be shrugged off with the 
hackneyed Israeli excuse for all sins of omission and commis- 
sion that *‘we have no choice." But the option now being 
offered may amount to political suicide for the Labour party. 

Had Labour itself had a coherent economic programme 
leading through austerity to stabilization and a revival of 
growth, the public might be prepared to bear the hardships in 
between. Unfortunately, the Labour party does not seem to 
have any such programme. What it has instead is a Likud 
finance minister in the person of Yitzhak Moda’i, with whom it 
twists and turns erratically. The irony is that it will not be he, or 
bis party, who will be blamed for the results. It will be - it 
already is - the Labour party.

lishment of a commission "so the 
proposal is not a serious one and 
would only lead to a breakup of the 
Alignment-Likud coalition. If any 
Alignment members want to break 
up the national unity government, 
they should work towards that goal 
overtly rather than tangle with the 
other coalition partner in such dis- 
putes as this one, Peres said. 

As the Premier sees it, bringing up 
the motions at this time was intended 
“only to embarrass the Alignment- 
...this is only a form of political 
demonstration by the three sponsors 
of the motions, so why should we 
join in the demonstration?

In its resolution calling for absten- 
tion in today's vote, the joint Labour 
bureau-faction assembly also “re- 
served the right to raise in the future 
the question of probing the Lebanon 
war." A six-man committee was 
named 10 prepare recommendations 
on “the proper timing and form" of 
the party's own presentation of a 
motion to the agenda on establishing 
an inquiry commission.

Nablus arrived in two army jeeps to 
find out what had happened. 

In Hebron settlers put up posters 
at the homes of three terrorists and 
distributed some 2,000 leaflets that 
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noted that “when the IDF occupied 
Hebron in 1967 they did not take 
revenge for the 1929 massacre be- 
cause the residents had raised white 
flags. However, this “neighbourly" 
attitude may change because 
murderers whose hands are stained 
with Jewish blood are walking 
among them..,. We consider anyone 
who sells goods to them, talks to 
them or helps them a collaborator,” 
the message said. 

One of the organizers said the 
notices were posted at the home of 
Mahmud Abu Sharah, who was an 
accessory to the murder of 
Yehoshua Saloma, at the home of 
Yasser Jneid, who placed a re- 
frigerator with explosives in 
Netanya, and at the home of Ibrahim 
Abdu, who helped the group which 
killed settlers near Beit Hadassah. 




Meeting with 


Arafat

THE NATIONAL unity, govern- 
ment marries two feuding, intract- 
able and - it may soon be seen - 
impossible partners: Labour and 
Likud. No one is more keenly aware 
of this than Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, especially now that the ques- 
tion of meeting PLO representatives 
in the context of a Palestinian de- 
legation may be the key both to the 
continuation of the peace process 
and to the future of his coalition. 

The bitter controversy within the 
government stems directly from a- 
fundamental division that persistent- 
ly marked Zionism's recent past. 
Jabotinsky's Revisionists held thar 
only by armed force can Zionism be 
achieved, whereas Ben-Gurion's 
Labour perceived Zionism as a just 
movement, one that must strive for 
peace with Palestine’s Arabs for its 
own good. 

Two fundamental principles fol- 
lowed from Ben-Gurion's concept. 
In July 1939, be said and wrote: 
“Our strength is in the fact that we 
have no choice." His meaning is 
plain: provocative action or armed 
struggle, whether defensive or offen- 
sive, is to be undertaken only when it 
is absolutely clear that such action or 
struggle is a life or death choice. War 
can only be contemplated wben 
collective survival hangs in the ba- 
lance. Never, therefore, should 
Israel go to war to prove a political 
point, or realize an ideological aim. 
This became known as Israel's long- 
standing “no choice" war maxim. 

His other tenet was the recogni- 
tion of favourable public opinion in 
the West as Zionism's crucial ally, 
second in importance only to the 
Jewish people. He even laid down 


that Israel must always have public 
opinion on its side; losing it might 
result in Israel's demise. 

Peres's Likud partners regard 
themselves as zealous followers both 
of Jabotinsky. founder and prophet 
of Zionist Revisionism, and of Be- 
gin, his admiring evangelist. Reared 
in dissident, underground organiza- 
tions, which by their very nature 
defied Zionist public opinion. Begin 
and his successor Yitzhak Shamir 
flouted, when in power. Ben- 
Gurion's maxims. 

Begin launched his free Jewish 
settlement in the West Bank and his 
campaign in Lebanon as a matter of 
choice. The establishment of out- 
posts and settlements in the West 
Bank was not undertaken out of 
necessity. Israel was not bursting 
with new immigrants or with settlers 
who could find no other place to 
settle within Israel. The PLO was 
not endangering Israel’s existence, 
nor did Israel invade Lebanon be- 
cause its national survival was at 
stake. Jointly both actions were 
meant to destroy the basis for any 
future Arab state in Palestine and to 
eliminate rhe PLO once and for all. 

Not only historical Revisionists 
took up this political programme. 
Forty-two years after Jabotinsky's 
death a new follower of his appeared 
in the person of Ariel Sharon. He, 
more than any other member of the 
Likud, carried the basic divergence 
from Ben-Gurion's principles to its 
ultimare extreme, if public opinion, 
at home and abroad, had mattered 
to the Begm-Shamir-Sharon govern- 
ment, it would never have initiated 
the heartless bombings of the civilian 
population in Beirut. The loss of 


sympathetic publicopinion wasnota 
factor they took into consideration. 


IN BEN-GURION’S mind, there 
was never a doubt that should Re- 
visionism triumph, Zionism would 
be doomed. On March 21, 1963, 
Ben-Gurion wrote to Moshe 
Sharett, in an amazing act of clair- 
voyance: "I have no doubt that Be- 
gin ’s government (if it will ever come 
about) will bring the destruction of 
the State. In any case his govern- 
ment will turn Israel into a mons- 
ter." So convinced was he of his dark 
prophecy that three days later he 
repeated it in another letter to 
Sharett. 

Twenty-one years later it became 
clear to all sober Israelis how right he 
was. Indeed, Labour's only rationale 
in fo rming the unlikely, and to many 
unsavoury, coalition with Likud was 
the urgent necessity to "save" Israel 
from tiie ruin - political, economic 
and moral - wrought by Begin and 
his followers. “We are the only 
hope" was the chief slogan of Peres 
and Labour in last summer's election 
campaign. 

The time has come for Peres to 
make his election promise good. 
True, the inevitable showdown on 
the Palestinian issue has been put off 
and the coalition saved. But only for 
a brief moment. Surely Peres is not 
fooling hims elf on this score. By 
nature a man of compromise, by 
experience Ben-Gurion’s long-time 
trusted assistant and aide, he knows 
full well that the first step to Israel's 
recovery is to restore its image in 
public opinion as a just, peace-loving 
nation. The only way to bring this 
about is for him, or for his repre- 
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sentatives, to meet not only with 
unofficial or semi-recognized: PLO 
representatives, but with Yasser 
Arafat himself . 

In so doing, Peres should be forti- 
fied by Ben-Gurion's tremendous 
efforts in the 1930s to find a way to 
Haj Amin el-Husseim, Mufti of 
Jerusalem and the symbol of Palesti- 
nian Arab.nationatism and its armed 
resistance to Zionism. No other 
Arab in living memory was so hated 
by Israelis. Yet Ben-Gurion had the 
courage to seek a dialogue with the 
man he held responsible for the 1929 
massacres, one who never veiled his 
admiration for Hitler and the Nazis. 


BEN-GURION explained his 
astounding demarche by saying that 
if there ever was a chance for an 
Arab-Jewish understanding, it ex- 
isted only in direct talks with the 
recognized leader of Palestine's 
Arabs, and this was, without ques- 


tion, the Mufti, “the most important 
Arab in Palestine.” Today without 
question this Palestinian is Arafat. - 
Failing to do this means that Zon- 
ism will not return to its historic, 
path, that of a just movement, which 
led it to the Jewish- State and its 
miraculous achievements. Allowing 
Begurism to go on, in the guise of a 
national unity government, will cer- 
tainly aggravate Israel's; position in 
terms of already worsening public 
opinion and wifi drive Israel even 
closer to the catastrophe envisaged 
by Ben-Gurion. It is time for Peres 
to make up his mind. If this will 
destroy his coalition with the Lik ud 
and bring the government down, 
that may be, by for, the lesser of two 
evils.

down a blind alley; it must remain 
true to the pledges it gave its voters.

But ransoming prisoners is not a 
principle of Jewish ethics. It is a 
Jewish law - first stated in the Tal- 
mud and reaffirmed in the later 
codes. And as a matter of fact, this 
law was already reconsidered millen- 
nia ago and a qualification was in- 
corporated into it. 

The law says: “There is no greater 
mitzva than ransoming cap- 
tives [But they) are not to be 

ransomed at an exorbitant price, so 
as not to encourage the enemy to 
seek opportunities to take prisoners 
in order to extort ransoms." (See 
Talmud Tractate Giain 45a; Maimo- 
nides's Mishne Tom, “Hilchote Mat- 
note Ani’im," section 8, laws 10 and 
12; Shulhan Aruch, “ Yore De’a," 
252:4.) 

So there was no need to leave last 
week’s prisoner exchange, or any of 
the previous ones, to the private

ethical sensibility. If those involved 
had consulted an expert in Jewish 
. law, they would have learned that - 
contrary to their defensive shoulder- 
shruggings — they did have an option 
other than “an Entebbe-style rescue 
operation," which the prime minis- 
ter said was the only alternative to 
the "moral disarmament" we com- 
mitted (in the words of George Will, 
the American conservative com- 
mentator and usually ardent suppor- 
ter of Israel). 

THERE WAS a somewhat similar 
exchange of prisoners in November 
1983. At the time, Rabbi Yehoshua 
Ben-Meir, head of the Shevut Israel 
Hesder Yeshiva in Efrata, south of 
Jerusalem, discussed the matter with 
his students. He said then, and last 
week reiterated, that "our joy at 
getting our young men back cannot 


mitigate our deep pain over the 
violation of the principle of Tora law 
that captives are not to be ransomed 
at an exorbitant price." 

Ben-Meir emphasized that by "ex- 
orbitant price" he did not mean the 
ratio of enemy prisoners to Israeli 
prisoners. He was referring to the 
fact that the enemy men released (in 
1983) were not only fighters cap- 
tured in battle (none this time), but 
also cold-blooded killers ■and would- 
be killers of unarmed civilians. So 
this was not an exchange of PoWs for 
PoWs, but of convicted murderers 
and terrorists for PoWs. 

(Incidentally, Ben-Meir is une- 
quivocally opposed to halting the 
legal proceedings against the Jewish 
underground suspects and to freeing 
prematurely those convicted from 
the consequences of their actions.) 


The other factor that made the 
price exorbitant, said Ben-Meir, was 
that the released terrorists were 
going bade to places where they 
would be able to resume their 
murderous activities, with them, 
their brothers, sisters and friends 
encouraged by the knowledge that if 
captured by Israel, they would soon- 
er or later be released in a similar 
exchange. (In 1983 all the enemy 
prisoners were released in southern 
Lebanon, and last week many hun- 
dreds of them went back to their 
homes in Israel, Judea, Samaria and 
the Gaza District.) 

Like other critics of these ex- 
changes, Ben-Meir feels that the 
price was exorbitant, especially in 
view of the fact that foe fives of the 
Israeli PoWs were not apparently in 
immediate danger. If they had been. 


there is one view that says that- no 
price is too high (for example, 
Gitdn 58a, "Tosafote"). * 

But other authorities siy that 
when ransoming captives involves a 
grearer potential danger tban the 
danger to the captives themselves, 
the price should not be paid. (See, 
for examole. the 16th century Rabbi . 
Meir [Maharam] of L ublin and foe. 
18th-century Rabbi Yehezkel Kat- 
zenellenbogen.)

POLICE SUPERVISION ORDERS 


To The Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - I would like to respond to 
David Miltier’s letter of April 18 
concerning “Town arrest orders." 
This is a misnomer - in no way is the 
individual held under arrest in the 
common sense of the word. The 
criticisms contained in Mr. Miltier's 
letter are replete with factual errors 
and faulty analysis which tend to 
distort the issues raised by police 
supervision orders (the correct statu- 
tory name for these orders). To 
respond in full to Mr. Miltier’s letter 
is impossible due to the space limita- 
tions of this column. Nevertheless, 
several brief points can be made. 
First, police supervision orders are 
never issued for mere non-violent 
political activism. Nor are they used 
in a discriminatory fashion against 
members of religious or national 
minorities, as alleged by Mr. Mdtier. 

Second, it is our evaluation that 
the limi ted and relatively infrequent 
use of these orders has had a positive 
effect on the security situation by 
making it difficult for terrorist cells 
to meet. 

■Third, a recipient of such an order 
can appeal to (he Supreme Court of 
Israel sitting as the High Court of 
Justice. The Court re-examines all 
the facts (including intelligence 
data) and hears the arguments by 
counsel for the petitioner before 
arriving at a derision. Care is taken. 


however, not to disclose the 
source(s) of the information where 
the life of an informant might be 
endangered.
